Dear Mr. President:

In accordance with Article II, Section 17 of the Maryland Constitution, today
I have vetoed Senate Bill 333 — Children in Need of Assistance — Hearings —
Written Findings.

This bill requires the juvenile court, in specified child in need of assistance
hearings, to send written findings to specified individuals and agencies if the
court finds that specified reasonable efforts were made but that a specified
condition exists.

House Bill 1118, which was passed by the General Assembly and signed by
me, accomplishes the same purpose. Therefore, it 1s not necessary for me to

sign Senate Bill 333.
